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Sisters  Give  Over  100  Years  of 
Service  to  Coilege 


Over  100  years  of  dedication  to 
teaching  and  service  to  Avila 
College  can  be  found  in  the 
combined  careers  of  Srs.  de  La 
Salle,  Felice,  Germaine  and  Mar- 
garet Reinhart.  Their  presence  at 
Avila  has  provided  continuity  and 
a sense  of  history  to  a college 
new  in  its  setting,  old  in  its 
tradition  of  excellence. 

Sr.  de  La  Salie  came  to  Avila, 
then  the  College  of  St.  Teresa,  in 
1946  after  having  taught  elemen- 
tary and  secondary  school  and  at 
the  motherhouse  in  St.  Louis.  In 
spite  of  her  mother’s  admonition 
not  to  say  never,  because  it  then 
happens.  Sister  said  she’d  never 
be  a nun  and  never  teach  music. 
“And  here  I am,”  she  laughs.  She 
is  eagerly  anticipating  the  fall 
when  the  music  department  will 
be  located  in  the  new  building 
where  it  will  have  practice  rooms, 
studios  and  offices.  The  depart- 
ment has  operated  with  studios 
only  since  the  move  to  the  new 
campus  eleven  years  ago. 

Sister,  who  has  her  doctoral 
degree  from  the  Eastman  School 
of  Music,  founded  the  Diocesan 
Music  Festival,  originally  the  St. 
Teresa  Music  Festival,  which  is 
in  its  29th  year.  The  festival  grew 
over  the  years  from  300  partici- 
pants to  4,000.  Next  year  the 
festival  will  move  onto  the  Avila 
campus  with  Sr.  de  La  Salle  as 
its  director  once  again. 

Is  there  anything  she  wishes 
she  had  had  an  opportunity  to

do?  “If  you  mean  have  I ever  had 
an  identity  crisis — oh,  no.  That’s 
never  been  a problem  for  me.” 
When  she  retires,  she  smil^  at 
the  idea.  Sister  would  li^l^o 
continue  giving  piano  lessons  on 
a limited  basis.  For  someone 
who  said  never  to  being  a nun 
and  teaching  music,  it’s  been  a 
full  life. 

Sr.  Felice  completed  her  26th 
year  of  teaching  at  Avila  this 
spring.  She  too  has  taught  at  all 
levels,  and  received  her  master’s 
degree  from  the  Catholic  Univer- 
sity. Sister  opened  the  speech 
and  theatre  department  at  Avila 
in  1948  and  continued  as  its 
chairman  until  a year  ago.  When 
the  move  was  made  to  the  new 
campus  Sister  was  give^  a 
storage  area  in  the  lower  le'^Fof 
0’RieHy  Hall  which,  when  fur- 
nished with  spotlights  hung  from 
the  pipes  and  equipped  with 
folding  chairs,  provided  the  space 
for  early  productions,  in  time  the 
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efforts  of  Sister,  her  staff  and 
students  resulted  in  the  Actors 
Laboratory  Theatre,  complete 
with  seat-elevations  and  uphols- 
tered seats,  a light  and  sound 
projection  booth,  hard  wood  floor

^Pd,  a group  of  women  who 
publicize  the  productions,  usher 
and  assist  in  the  ticket  booth. 
Sister  also  established  a tradition 
at  Avila  of  producing  an  annual 
play  for  children  which  continues 
today. 

In  the  early  days  on  the 
campus  the  theatre  department 
shared  its  location  with  St. 
Thomas  More  Church  which  held 
a full  schedule  of  services, 
including  daily  Mass,  in  the 
theatre  area.  Today  the  depart- 
ment awaits  the  opening  of  the 
Goppert  Theatre  with  its  thrust- 
e and  seating  capacity  for 
The  new  theatre  has  sophis- 
ticated lighting  and  sound  sys- 
tems. 

The  department  itself  has  ex- 
panded tremendously  with  cours- 


es in  dance,  costuming  and 
television,  among  others.  The 
result,  says  Sr.  Felice,  is  a 
student  who  is  more  capable  in 
the  technical  aspects  of  theatre 
production.  One  change  that  has 
been  a welcome  one  to  the 
department  is  Avila’s  change  to  a 
co-educational  institution. 

What  would  she  like  to  do  now 
if  the  opportunity  afforded  itself? 
“Study  music,”  she  replies  with- 
out hesitation.  Sister  would  like 
to  play  the  piano  or  guitar,  but  “I 
would  want  to  do  it  well,”  she 
adds.  A more  immediate  wish 
than  that,  however,  is  her  desire 
to  have  time  to  bake  a cake.  “I 
love  to  bake  cakes.” 

Sr.  Germaine,  who  came  to 
Avila  28  years  ago,  has  had  “an 
exciting  life,”  “immensely  satis- 
fying.” Her  father  was  a horticul- 
turist who  designed  the  Paris 
garden  for  the  World’s  Fair  in  St. 
Louis  in  1904  and  stayed  on  in 
the  United  States  afterwards.  She 
was  born  in  this  country  and 
reared  in  a home  where  French 
was  the  primary  language.  Sister 
began  her  teaching  career  with 
first  graders  whom  she  taught 
some  French— an  unusual  idea 
for  the  times.  Her  “first  graders” 
still  meet  with  her  for  reunions  in 
St.  Louis. 

Sr.  Germaine’s  one  desire  in 
life  has  been  to  give  her  students 
a love  for  French.  Each  school 
term  is  a fresh  beginning  for 
Sister  from  her  completely  new 
class  notes  to  the  new  group  of 
students,  who,  she  says,  are  as 
good  today  as  students  of  prev- 
ious years.  She  does  see  a 
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Sr.  Germaine 

difference  today  in  that  students 
are  interested  in  their  major  as  it 
relates  to  a job,  a fact  each  of  the 
Sisters  concurred  in.  She  is 
looking  forward  to  the  Interna- 
tional Business  and  Communica- 
tion program  which  begins  in  the 
fall.  It  offers  students  the  oppor- 
tunity to  combine  knowledge  of  a 
foreign  language  with  business 
for  a career  in  the  international 
field. 

“I  have  always  enjoyed  working 
with  rebels,”  she  says  quietly.  “I 
see  something  in  that  person  that 
can  be  developed.  Many  of  my 
‘rebels’  have  been  very  success- 
ful.” 

Sr.  Germaine’s  love  for  French 
has  taken  her  to  Laval  University 
in  Quebec  where  she  received  her 
doctoral  degree,  to  Luxemburg  to 
teach  and  to  Paris  with  students 
on  an  Interim  tour.  She  has 
enjoyed  the  changes  she  has 
seen  in  the  college,  the  congre- 
gation of  the  Sisters  of  St. 
Joseph  and  in  life  itself. 

Sr.  Margaret  Reinhart,  who  has 
her  master’s  degree  from  the 
University  of  Missouri,  has  given 


29  years  to  Avila  in  the  art 
department.  She  gave  classes  in 
the  top  of  the  laundry  on  the  old 
campus  and  has  seen  the  gradual 
development  of  the  department’s 
facilities  on  the  new  campus 
where  the  offerings  include  P^| 
ing,  drawing,  sculpture,  ceram- 
ics, graphic  design  and  photogra- 
phy. Students  exhibit  in  the 
Hole-in-the-Wall  Gallery,  newly 
constructed  by  students  and  staff 
this  year.  She  looks  to  the  future 
when  a wing  in  the  permanent 
library  will  house  painting,  draw- 
ing and  design  classes. 

Because  of  the  varied  experi- 
ence and  education  of  her  art 
students.  Sister  and  her  staff 
have  individualized  the  instruc- 
tion given  in  the  department.  She 
finds  “a  greater  seriousness  in 
the  art  market  in  the  country” 
today.  Many  art  students  waq|||^v> 
teach,  but  others  are  looking  to 
the  business  area  to  apply  their

art  in  visual  communication.  Art 
therapy  is  a new  field  applying 
art  for  its  healing  effect  by 
bringing  about  a sense  of  ac- 
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complishment,  creativity  and 
success  in  performance. 

“My  greatest  joy?  Seeing  a 
person  develop  as  a person  in 
painting— in  the  way  he  paints, 
wJ^t  he  paints.”  As  for  herself, 
admits  that  “the  call  to  paint 
is  always  there.”

An  innovative  program  to  assist  mothers  of  young  children  who 
would  like  to  take  college  courses  will  begin  at  Avila  with  the  fall 
semester.  The  program  is  a babysitting  service  which  will  provide 
child  care  on  campus.  “This  is  a unique  service  not  being  provided 
anywhere  else  in  this  area,”  states  Ron  Bennett,  director  of 
development.  “Avila  has  been  aware  of  the  need  for  this  kind  of 
service  for  sometime.  We  are  happy  that  we  now  have  the  facility 
available  to  make  it  a reality.”  ^ 

The  program  is  designed  to  allow  a mother  to  take  a course  or^y’’ 
while  her  children  are  cared  for  in  a supervised  center  for  a minimal 
charge.  Children  ages  2 through  5 will  be  cared  for  by  qualified 
personnel  in  lower  Carondelet  Hall.  Education  students,  who  in  the 
past  have  had  to  go  off  campus  to  fulfill  some  requirements  for  child 
development  observation,  will  now  be  able  to  meet  the  requirement 
by  assisting  in  the  program. 

A full-time  supervisor  for  the  program  is  being  hired  by  the 
college.
